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Restructuring of Our 
Education System 
—A View Point 

S S. Johl* 


In nut shell, our education system demands re¬ 
structuring on the following lines 

(1) The school education upto tenth class should 
be of general nature aimed at developing the 
basic personalitv ol the student Under our 
socio-ccononaic and politico-cultural situation, 
the student must get proper orientation to the 
right values for a democr.itic political system, 
cooperative approach tu work and living as 
well as a moral and ethical make up of the mind 
in order to sustain a purposeful life in the so¬ 
ciety 

(2) At plus two level the two streams i e vocauonai 
and academic, should carry students in 2 1 
ratio 1 hesc two years in the vocational stream 
must prepare the student to face practical life 
after he leaves the school and should develop 
in him techniques art and adequate skill to 
earn a gainful living There should also be a 
provision for the students m the vocational 
stream to divert to the academic stream at a 
subsequent stage In the academic stream the 
students should be prepared for higher studies 
As for high school level we have Punjab State 
Fducation Board This two-year schooling 
should be managed and administered by a sepa¬ 
rate Board ol Higher Education with two wmgs, 
one administering the vocational stream and the 
other academic stream They should have ade¬ 
quately equipped and competent academic 
council and other administrative bodies 

(3) At the plus 3 stage, the colleges should prepare 
the students coming from academic stream and 

those who divert from the vocational stream 
with extra courses for higher learning at the 
University level This should be a preparatory 
stage for Universdy education This stage 
should be administered by a State Board of 
College Education This will economise on 
finances and will introduce uniformity in syllabi 
and will avtiid the problems presently being 
faced by students seeking migration from one 
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univenity to another in the state This Board 
should have its boards of studies m dtiFerent 
subjects with membership from related depart- 
nicnls al the three universities and the colleges 
as well as subject evperts from outside This 
board should also have an academic council 
to maintain academic standards as is being 
done separately by the three universities at pre¬ 
sent With the establishment of this State Level 
College Education Boird the examination work 
of all the three universities whould shift to the 
responsibility of this body The staff engaged 
at present for examination work can be pooled 
Probably not more than half of this combined 
strength of stafl in the three universities shall 
be needed for examination work under the 
control of the College Board 

(4) Education in the universities should be catered 
Lo at a higher level only i e Master’s degree, 
M Phil and Ph D These universities should he 
primarily responsible for genei atmg knowledge 
through research The character of these uni¬ 
versities must change to that ot residential uni¬ 
versities With this system these universities 
will be able to introduce semester systems in 
right spirit with internal e'^aluation of the stu¬ 
dent performance in the class Research yv ill 
gel Its due place in such an integrated and res¬ 
ponsive system 

(5) With respect lo the postgraduate departments 
in the colleges they can be integrated with the 
university education at a later stage when these 
institutions mature enough to assume the res- 
ponsibilities ot semester system and consequent 
internal evaluation 

The introduction of semesler system with in¬ 
ternal evaluation m the universities would 
make the examination (evaluation) an essential 
part of the education process, wherein the eva¬ 
luated answer books through multiple number 
of examinations (four or five in a Semester) 
will be returned to the students m the class and 
answers explained The students will have 
access to the teacher for satisfying themselves 
on the marks or the grades obtained This will 
induce an effective response between the teacher 
and the student and also will at the same time 
make the course work more flexible and respon¬ 
sive to the changing needs of the society and 
development of the subject 


(6) In order to make education learning oriented in 
true sense, it would be perhaps necessary to 
delink the job market from formal degrees 
Degrees should be considered only as a qualify¬ 
ing certificate The jobs should be provided on 
competitive basis Even for admission lo 
professional courses like medicine engineering, 
law etc , It should be based on competitive ent¬ 
rance examinations This will create an urge 
on the part of the students to learn and 
generate responsibility on the part ol the 
teachers to deliver the education in a proper 
perspective 

('?) Another important related aspect is the cost of 
education Under the scheme of reforms detail¬ 
ed above, it wull be essential lo match the cost 
of education with the value of the degree (s) 
Presently the education imparted does not en¬ 
tail much cost in real sense It aKo does not 
have the value m the market as it should have 
If the fees are raised adequately (say Rs 500'- 
per mimth lor science subjects and 300 - lor art 
subjects) the students who enter the colleges or 
the universities for higher education would be 
more responsible m class work and serious in 
obtaining full course education In order to 
cater to the needs of serious s^^holars and also 
lo the students who are economic.alls handicap¬ 
ped such as scheduled castes and hcckwL.rd 
classes, there should be a liberel s>stc]'n ot 
waiving the fees and awarding ol scholarships 
Maybe between 1/3 to 2/5th of the fec" colkc- 
ted can be used for awarding s* holar hip and 
for other Lonce'^stons ti ihe deserving «nd eco¬ 
nomically handicapped studenis This will in¬ 
troduce -1 desired level of responsibility on the 
part td the students who obtain merit or aid 
scholar'-hips and fee coneession*- This will 
also make those student'- who have to pay full 
co^t of the education more serious in pursuing 
Studies in the colleges/universities 

In this sy<^tem the eduoatiun upio 10th 
class should be free of cost, and may be through 
time made universal At plus tWv» level it 
.'hould be at a reasonable low' cost At the 
plus 3 and uni versity level, the student must 
meet full cost of their education, with of course 
a provision for assistance, concessions and 
scholarshipN for intelligent and seficus students 
a^well as for students who are ecorioniicallv 
and/or socially handicapped □

Professor A M Khusro tell 
Tiat restricted loyalties created 
non-comniumcative vertical walls 
which spell tension and com¬ 
part mentalization Horizontal 
lorces which cut across vertical 
’earners can remove tension In- 
lustnal ehterprizes and other 
ictivjties which have unambi¬ 
guous utility for all groups are 
examples of such endeavours 

The deliberations of the Semi¬ 
nar which spread over five ses- 
lons of discussions and presenta¬ 
tion of papers were attended by 


psychologists from different parts 
of the country '’nd academici¬ 
ans beUmging to sister discipli¬ 
nes 

The S;minir 'ocus^ed atten¬ 
tion on bringing to the fore im- 
piricul and objective infoimation 
reg rding the diverse ispects of 
the 1 sue of intra-societal tension 
and national integration Con¬ 
sequently the papers which were 
presented covered comprehen¬ 
sively areas such as 1 inguagc as 
a factor in national fragmenta¬ 
tion analysis of social distance 
among ethnic groups educatio¬ 
nal strategies for the iipiiftment 
of scheduled caste students, nur¬ 
turing the creative minority, re¬ 
gional conflict the develop¬ 
ment syndrome reactions and 
constraints to the demands of 
liindcrnization, attitude change 
through understanding the ste¬ 
reotype, analysing if man is cap¬ 
able of peace and national inte¬ 
gration achievable, psychological 
analysis of the youth dilemma, 
culture contact between Hindu-. 


and Mu'^lims, unrest and dissatis¬ 
faction among Muslim workers 
in majority dominated enter- 
pnzes, soclal-psychoIogic I an 
alysis ol factors contributing to 
national harmony, non-violence 
and modern man forging of a 
national identity 

There was unenirrous appre¬ 
ciation of the f’ct that the pro¬ 
cess of socialization is a crucial 
process m the assimilation of 
attitudes, prejudices and value 
systems Early childhood, there¬ 
fore, has unimaginable signi- 
lic nec Without ticfnal experie¬ 
nce and life-testinc ittitudes 
maybe absorbed by the child to 
bcconie la sun? aspects of his 
mental framewiik Ccuisequen- 
tlv, t^raether suth the role of 
home and did ’-rearing practice’', 
schos>[s can play an important 
part by t'ps>sing the child to the 
.,,orrecr type sT experiences 
Since schools .ire agencies lhai 
can be expected to copip’y with 
p licies ihai ^rc designed for 
'-omc pui'pots Mild can therefore 
make i major contribution 

It was felt that though theore¬ 
tically language is a means of 
communication and should not 
give rise to violence, the politi¬ 
cization of the language issue 
had resulted in aggressive na-

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tionalism and tension The im¬ 
portance of English as a link 
language was pointed out and 
concern expressed at its deterio¬ 
rating standards Besides a dis¬ 
passionate rethinking of the 
three-language formula, it was 
suggested that a common script 
for all languages he evolved as 
this would result in the ultimate 
convergence of all languages 
Roman as well as Devnagan 
were suggested as possible com¬ 
mon scripts 

With reference to the persis¬ 
tence of misgivings amongst dep¬ 
rived and underprivileged 
groups despite the fact that 
their interests were being genui¬ 
nely promoted by concerned 
authorities, it was pointed out 
that a sense of involvement in 
the formulation and implemen¬ 
tation of programmes was essen¬ 
tial Lack of involvement gives 
rise to misinlerpretations which 
may seriously retard the success 
of such programmes 

Programmes for the upliftment 
of the deprived were applauded, 
but it w as suggested that caution 
must be exercised not to incul¬ 
cate dependency Thus, measur¬ 
es adopted to safeguard the in¬ 
terests of the less privileged 
should ensure that initiative 
self-responsibility active partici¬ 
pation and opportunities for 
positive autonomous growth 
are not thwarted 

Many references to the prob¬ 
lems related to modernization 
were made It was pointed out 
that modernization is an integral 
part ot social change and should 
be allowed to follow its natural 
course 

The role of urbanization and 
cosmopolitan living in lessening 
ethnic differences and bridging 
social distance was eftectiv'ely 
brought out 

Re-oncnting of housing sys¬ 
tem was also suggested Strict 
demarcation ol living areas in 
terms ot a particular community 
should be discouraged Resi¬ 
dential proximity of different 
groups though meeting with rc- 
■iistance initially, should be con¬ 
templated as this would be an 
effective means of providing op¬ 


portunities for intimate, mean¬ 
ingful interactions, a feeling of 
sharing common joys and sor¬ 
rows From emotional integra¬ 
tion would stem deep unity and 
harmony 

A comparative analysis of 
low-tension and high-tension 
areas revealed a large number of 
factors that distinguished them 
In terms of value, tolerance 
level perceptions and attitudes 
people residing in low tension 
areas differed significantly from 
people residing in high tension 
areas It was suggested that 
general factors and situation 
specific factors be isolated and 
studied Meaningful education 
w'as emphasized as a means of 
reducing tension and prejudice 
by broadening vision and ex¬ 
panding the mental horizon 

The question of national iden¬ 
tify was treated at length It 
was pointed out that national 
identity docs not mean identify¬ 
ing in terms of heritage of a 
particular cultunl group The 
term ‘fndianization implies 
that some groups deviate Iroin 
rhe desired concept and need 
to be changed, giving rise to 
apprehensions and fears in cer¬ 
tain ethnic and minority groups 
which retards the process of the 
emergence of national identity 
Identity, despite its diversities 
rests fundamentally on its amal¬ 
gamated cultural ethos. Its moral 
fabric being crystallized to a 
measure which us proportional 
to peoples commitment to the 
national goals of a socialistic 
secular democracy National 
identity would assuredly evolve 
in time, but we can evolve mea¬ 
sures 10 accelerate us pai^e 

Attitudes and prejudices exist 
in the minds of men and one of 
the best methods to prove the 
mind IS the study of the stereo¬ 
type The stereotype unravels 
the degree of acceptance-rejec¬ 
tion, positive or negative val¬ 
ance associated vvith a particular 
group Since these attitudes 


are learned and can be changed 
through proper interpersonal 
contacts and experiences, the 
study of the stereotype has great 
functional utility 

In the final analysis, it can bv 
said that the problem of natio¬ 
nal integration must be tackled 
in terms of a genuine secular 
approach which keeps the van 
ous religious, linguistic, regional 
and cultural groups united m 
the fabric of a single nation 
This view has beea evolved over 
the year-> bv a galaxy of natio¬ 
nalist leaders, saints poets so¬ 
cial and religious reformers for 
whom the beauty of the Indian 
culture lies in its ‘unity in diver¬ 
sity The feeling of belonging¬ 
ness binds all to form one com¬ 
posite culture 

Mr Saiyid Humid, Vice-Chan¬ 
cellor observed n his valedictorv 
remarks that the problem of 
Intra-Societal Tension is a very 
complex problem wheiea num¬ 
ber of threads have got entangl¬ 
ed A scientific ipproach would 
mean that these threads are se¬ 
parated and each aspect studied 
objectively and the study sustai¬ 
ned by a number of suivevs 
He added that insecurity gives 
rise to tension I ear breeds hai¬ 
red, frustration leads to aliena¬ 
tion apprehensions culminate 
in withdrawal Insularity and 
withdrawal generate misunder¬ 
standing w’hich gives rise to mis¬ 
trust of the other leading to les¬ 
sened tolerance and excessive 
dggi'essiveness Whether ten¬ 
sions ajc of communal cthnK, 
caste, lingual or parochial origin 
they have their genesis He 
cautioned against surmises im¬ 
pression, prejudices and facile 
mferences, he pleaded for better 
awareness about the various 
communities, for awareness 
brings in sympathy and distance 
leads to misunderstanding □ 
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Prof* Chandy Addresses Convocation 
of Gujarat Ayurved University 


Kxcerpts fioii the convocation address delivered by 
Prof K M. Chandy Governor of Gujarat, at the Gujarat 
Ajurved Gniversity, Jamnagar 


‘ Ayurveda, as the name it¬ 
self indicate'^;, is the Veda of 
Ayur or the science of lire and its 
origin dates back to pre-Aryan 
times The earliest references to 
this system of treatment are 
found in Atharva Veda This 
system developed along with the 
growth of civilisation m our sub¬ 
continent. and characteristic of 
our cultural heritage, ve find 
cientific > nowledgc and rationa¬ 
lity mixed up with legends and 
-.uporstition Ages of study and 
'•esearch must have gone into the 
development of this science and 
m all probability the system we 
htve developed m India might 
be the most ancient of all medi¬ 
cal sciences and wc may rightly 
call It the mo her of medical 
'Ciences It seems that the period 
ot rational medical science start¬ 
ed about ^00 BC and from that 
nme onv-ards Uiitil about 1000 
\ D wc may call the golden age 
ol Indian medicine During this 
period medicine became i regu¬ 
lar subject of study at centres of 
learning like Takshashila and 
V aranasi Sushruta Samhita, 
CharakaSamhitd and Vagbhatd’s 
Ashtanga Hrtdaya are reposito¬ 
ries of human wisdom on health 
practices gathered through ages 
The translations of Charaka and 
Sushruta Samhitas reached as far 
as Manchuria in Asia and the 
Arabic translations in the eighth 
century A D influenced Euro¬ 
pean medicine during the middle 
ages 

“It is not accidental that the 
heyday of Buddhism happened to 
be the golden age of Indian me¬ 
dicine as well The Buddhist 
scholar missionaries were great 
physicians and surgeons and 
along with the gospel of Buddha 
they Gained the message of 
Indian medicme also to different 
parts oi the world The great 
centres of learning 'established by 
them were also centres of studies 


in medicines Emperor Asoka 
established dispensaries for hu¬ 
man bemgs as well as animals m 
each and every village of his vast 
empire 

“After the first miUenmum 
A D we find a kmd of stagnation 
and decadence overtaking oui 
cultural stream and this has 
affected our medical systein also 
We find a lot of supeislition and 
irrational and occult practices en¬ 
veloping our society in the name 
of religion and stifling its growth 
This unfortunate situation affect¬ 
ed not only the development of 


Ayurveda but inducted into it a 
lot of irrationality and occultism 
Once Ayurveda is freed from thi^, 
it can stand out as the healthiest 
among all systems of niedicme 

Ayurveda is a science which 
ddvi es how to live properly and 
deals with the positive aspects ol 
life It m>tructs you in way-, of 
life pertaining to protection and 
promotion of health and cure of 
diseases The definition of life 
by the World Health Organiza¬ 
tion as a state ot physical, men- 
tvU and social wellbeing has been 
aniicipated long ago b> the 
Ayurveda as the basic principle 
of the system In spite of the 
temporary SCI back during the 
middle ages, the Ayurved'c sys¬ 
tem of medicine has been widely 
practised m India, Sn Lanka, 
Nepal and other neighbouring 
countries and lias become almost 
a pari of our hfi, more particu- 
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larly m the villages 

“During the dark period in our 
cultural history, this system was 
preserved by dedicated families 
in difiercnt parts of the country 
who took upon theinseKes the 
onerous task of preserving prac¬ 
tising and amphijing the system 
and passing it on to the next ge¬ 
neration 

‘ The latter half of the nine¬ 
teenth century, probab^ sparked 
off by our Western contacts also, 
saw a wind of cultural renais¬ 
sance blowing all over India re¬ 
viving our interest in our past 
history and cultural heritage It 
was discovered that there was a 
donous past about which the 
:ouiitry and the people can be 
rightly proud of and that we 
can build our future on the firm 
'oundations of this bedrock 
\yurveda is probably the most 
slonous and richest among our 
cultural stands and it is up to us 
o redeem this great system and 
narry it to the modern sciences 

'T am very happy to note that 
of late there has been a n arrow- 
I ng of the gulf between our tradi- 
lonal Ayurvedic system and what 
Ae call the modern systems of 
Tiedicine It is significant that 


the Western scientists and univer¬ 
sities now realise the potential of 
Ayurveda and have started stu¬ 
dies in the Ayurvedic system The 
visit of Dr I Lapmg of Univer¬ 
sity of Heidelberg to this Univer¬ 
sity last year and his visits to 
other important Ayurvedic insti¬ 
tutions in India is evidence of the 
Western interest m Ayurveda as a 
successful and comprehensive ap- 
pioach towards health care 
“The World Health Organiza¬ 
tion has accepted the recommen¬ 
dations of the International 
Conference of Primary Health 
Care m its Approach Paper, 
“Health for All by the Year 
2000' and placed the target of 
attainment by all people by the 
2000 A D the level of health 
that vvill enable them to lead a 
socially and economically pro¬ 
ductive life The members of the 
World Health Organization have 
agreed to utihse all their avail¬ 
able resources to attain this 
goal As a matter of fact, India 
has the largest number of 
medical personnel trained m dif¬ 
ferent systems of medicine in the 
developing w'orld The country 
has at present about 2,70,000 
Allopathic practitioners, 2,35,000 


Ayurvedic physicians, 1,10,000 
Homoeopaths and 23,000 Unani 
and 19.000 Siddha practitioners 
We have 106 medical colleges 
imparting training in the modern 
systems of medicine, 95 Ayur¬ 
vedic colleges and 122 Homoeo¬ 
pathic colleges besides a few 
training institutions in other 
systems This will show that there 
IS the necessary infra-structure 
which if properly utilised can 
enable us to attain the goal set 
by W H O to provide health 
care for all by 2000 A D 
“It IS a matter of pride for all 
of us that Gujarat has taken die 
lead in rehabilitating Ayurveda 
to its rightful place Vallabhipur 
was a great seat of learning 
flourishing lu the early centuries 
and It is significant that the only 
Ayurvedic university m India is 
located in Saurashtra which has 
been one of the cradles of our 
ancient civilisation This univer¬ 
sity with Its Research Centre and 
Postgraduate and Undergradu¬ 
ate institutions 1 am sure, will 
make significant contributions 
for the growth of Ayurveda uti¬ 
lising all the advances science 
and technology have made in 
modern times ” □ 
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Workshop on Active Aging at PU 


Inaugurating the one day 
workshop on Active Agings jom- 
tfy organized by the Population 
Research Centre ol the Depart¬ 
ment of Socio log v and the Re¬ 
gional Resource Centre, Prof 
R C Paul, Vice-Chancellor of 
the Panjab UniversU\ outlined 
the traditional pattern of care 
of the aged in the country's 
joint family system He drew the 
attention of the workshop parti¬ 
cipants to the urgent need to 
study the problems of the aged 
in view of the fact that their 
number will touch 70 million by 
the end of the century 

He said that traditionally no 
preparation or planning for old 
age was done except discharge 
one’s social obligations, pani- 
cularly marrying oft one’s daugh¬ 
ter (s) Transition to old age was 
natural In a system where the 
family worked as a unit of pro¬ 
duction every one contributing 
one s efforr, the aged eased into 
a slower pace of life giving up 
decision-making m family mat¬ 
ters, though no decision w'ds 
made without their approval and 
when made was generally annou¬ 
nced in their name The aged were 
well integrated in the family, and 
were respected as village elders 
Prof Paul said 

But vvith the change in the 
modes of production, younger 
people migrating to towns in 
search of new avenues ofciiiploy- 
inenf, and v ith the spread of 
education among both men and 
particulary women the influence 
of the elders in the society is 
eroding Prof Paul said Except 
fur those who enter the political 
arena, the knowledge and skills 
of the senior members of the 
society go unutilized he said and 
added that there was no known 
eff*.»rt made to prepare the elderly 
for their decreased participation 
and devalued roles in the family 
and c tmmunity's affairs 

The Vice-Chancellor drew the 
attenui^n of the workshop parti¬ 
cipants to the problem of poor 
health, economic difficulties m- 
adequu.te housing and lack of 
provisions for leisure time acti¬ 
vities of the aged They shared 


these with the rest of the popula¬ 
tion ol the country He however 
added that sometimes feeling of 
uselessness, loss of status and 
dependency for their physical 
and emotional needs were pro¬ 
blems peculiar to this group and 
to solving these, the society has 
so far paid no atiention The 
Vice-Chancellor advised the 
workshop to attempt solutions 
in addition to the problems of 
income maintenance, impioved 
health facilities and confnuing 
the pre-retirement ‘■ocial roles of 
the elderly 

The Vice-Chancellor commend¬ 
ed to the workshop a considca- 
tion of the role of adult educa¬ 
tion in this connection The aged 
would need to be prepared for 
their impending retirement but 
equally important the younger 
generation', must be helped to 
learn the need to understand 
and accept a positive non-com- 
petitive role that the aged must 
be asked to assume in nalion.il 
development so as to maximally 
utilize their skill base vvhich was 
a national asset He was glad 
that the Pilot Project on the Role 
of Active Aging in National 
Development aid not limit itself 
to urban groups only but under¬ 
took a study of the needs ot the 
rural aged 

The research project on “The 
Role of Active Aging in National 
Development” on which the 
workshop is based is a part of 
the steps being taken by the 
United Nations Fund for Popula¬ 
tion Activities (UNFPA) in the 
implementation of the Internatio¬ 
nal Plan of Action on Aging 
adopted by the U N World As¬ 
sembly on Aging held m Vienna 
* n 1982, as revealed by Prof V S 
D Souza at the inaugural session 

In these circumstances, treating 
elderly as a dependent population 
not only demoralizes the elderly 
themselves, but they also become 
an unbearable burden on the So¬ 
ciety On the other hand both 
these problems could be solved 
by recognizing the elderly as a 
valuable resource which they are 
Active Aging is a new concept 


which IS aimed at bringing about 
such a transformation 

Although the elderly 60 and 
above constitute less than 6 per 
cent of India's population, they 
are still a colossal number of 
over 40 million which is steeply 
increasing and js expected to 
touch about 70 million by 2000 
AD The situation of the elderly

Symposium on planned 
economic development 

at KU 

Under the auspices ol the Dr 
Eabasahcb Ambedkar Chair of 
the Karnatak University, a two- 
day Symposiun'i on ‘Planned 
Economic Development—The 

Ambedkar Perspective ’ was in¬ 
augurated bv Dr K C Hircmatb, 
Professor of Agriculture’1 Econo¬ 
mics of the College of AgiituJ- 
turc, Dharwad cn 2 March 1984 
Outlining the ideas of Dr Baba 
Saheb Ambedkar Dr Hiremath 
noted that any real development 
of the Scheduled Castes or the 
weak and the downtrodden 
could only be brought about 
through the effective wielding of 
political power In this context 
he examined the variou's writings 
of Dr Ambedkar in terms of 
Centre—State relitions Electo¬ 
ral reforms, industrial develop¬ 
ment and Agricultural develop¬ 
ment vis-a-vis the land reform^ 
as also the accrual o* revenue 
and I ncome tax 

Dr K Ragh ivcnora Rao in 
his p^’per discussing Dr Ambed¬ 
kar on Planning observed that 
plann'iig could be interpreted 
as the process by which a society 
engages itself in a self-cmscioiis 
and sell-directed change in all 
spheres of liT*, as against the 
usual i-icfinition nt ‘planning’ as 
IS taken to mean in what may be 
called burgeoisc economics Dr 
Ambedkar looked upon the 
social phenomena as inter-lmkcd 
and mter-dependent in such a 
way that any intervention in the 
social processes must be pre¬ 
dicted on a holistic or totalibtic 
strategy Prof V K Natraj and 
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Dr Lalitlia Katar^ of the Insti¬ 
tute of Develo^eut Studies, 
Mysore, outfincd the theoretical 
observafioos in Planning for the 
weaker sections of society The 
authors noted that throughout 
his life, Or Ambedfcar was cotn- 
nutted to bringing about the up- 
liftment of the weaker secttons 
of society, and that as one of the 
archttects of the Canstitotion he 
tried to incorporate provisions 
which would enable the State 
to take effective steps to bring 
about relief to the downtrodden 
Dr Mumtaz Ail Khan, Direc¬ 
tor of the Centre for Research 
and Development of Dalits, Ban¬ 
galore, outlined Dr Ambedkat’s 
blueprint for the development 
of the weaker sections He felt 
that there was a need to institute 
a cooperative society for a cluster 
of every 2000 scheduled castes 
and also that a card with a 
photo be given to every member 
of the SC in order that facilities 
may be availed of without misuse 
Dr (Smt) S B Pandit of the 
Shivajt University, Kolhapur 
biought out Dr Ambedkar s 
analysis of agrarian economy. To 
Ambedkar, it was the one that 
dealt directly with agricultural 
production Dr Ambedkar, she 
said, supported the co-operative 
movement and the encourage¬ 
ment of agro-based industries 
for bringing about rural develop¬ 
ment and removal of rural un¬ 
employment 

The second day’s session com¬ 
menced with a paper presented 
by Dr Shnnivas Reddy of the 
Institute for Social And Econo¬ 
mic Change, Bangalore Dr 
Reddy brought out the problems 
of the Scheduled Castes and the 
role of public policy He made' 
a very effective macro level pro¬ 
file study of the operational 
manifestation of social policy 
dunng the course of the last 
three decades Dr Reddy ex¬ 
amined the policy of protective 
discrumnation and policy of 
safeguards for public employ¬ 
ment as a result of which the 
Scheduled Castes have been able 
to have some amount of repre- 
sentatton in various fields of 
social life 

Prof, Usha Rao, also of the 
Institute of Soci^ and Econo¬ 


mic Chan^, referred to the 
Economre Independence of the 
Scheduled Castes She poin¬ 
ted out that Dr Ambedkar 
was not against any particular 
caste as such but Against the 
system itself Mrs Rao Essen¬ 
tially dealt with the condition of 
the SCs m Karnataka 

In the afternoon session. 
Prof Hcggade of Mangalore 
University outlined the role of 
Banks m bringing about the 
development of the Haryans 
and Girijans tn his extensive 
paper he pointed out the crucial 
role played by Banks m promo¬ 
ting the development of the 
weaker sections of society 

Dr Ambarao Uploankar of Gul- 
barga presented a paper on Edu¬ 
cation and occupational aspira¬ 
tions of the Scheduled Caste 
students He examined the poli¬ 
cies and strategies undertaken 
to give educational opportuni¬ 
ties to the downtrodden 

Dr Ambarao finally observed 
that unless ideological and in¬ 
stitutional changes are effected 
in the educational system m ac¬ 
cordance with socio-economic 
and cultural needs of the depriv¬ 
ed castes, education is not likely 
to serve the cause of the weaker 
sections 

Seminar of promoters of

Mr Amarjit Singh, Dhiilon,
